TOWN councillors have 
vowed to take on a project to 
renovate the war memorial 
after voluntary group New¬ 
market In Bloom disbanded 
in a row over transparency 

The council has decided 
to take on Newmarket In 
Bloom’s hanging baskets, 
flower beds and war memo¬ 
rial project after being told of 
the decision at a meeting on 
Monday evening. 

Councillors are now ask¬ 
ing Newmarket In Bloom to 
name their donors - who are 
believed to have contributed 
approximately £20,000 for 
the war memorial project - 
so they can continue work

on the scheme. 

Cllr Amy Starkey, chair 
of the community services 
committee, said: “We did not 
want to lose Newmarket In 
Bloom. We wanted to work 
with the members in an open 
and transparent way for the 
betterment of the town. 

“As we go into next year 
and my first budget as com¬ 
munity services chair we 
are committed to spending 
money in the right areas of 
the town to make the most 
improvement. 

“What would be really nice 
is if we could understand 
who those donors were and 


how the £20,000 was made 
up so we could contact those 
fundraisers.” 

Cllr Starkey said that she 
would be putting forward a 
proposal to get a committee 
together made up of town 
councillors and volunteers 
to work on the war memori¬ 
al, hanging baskets, compe¬ 
titions and other initiatives 
Newmarket In Bloom would 
have taken on. 

Newmarket In Bloom de¬ 
cided to shut down opera¬ 
tions last week after member 
Cllr Warwick Hirst was asked 
to answer questions about 
the group’s finances, mem¬ 
bership and relationship 
with the town council.

Man in court

A MAN has appeared in 
court after two people were 
stabbed in Newmarket. 

Police and the ambulance 
service were called at 7.45am 
on Sunday to reports that a 
man had been stabbed at a 
house in Windsor Road. 

A further call was then re¬ 
ceived moments later from a 
motorist who found a young 
woman who had been 
stabbed. 

The East Anglian Air Am¬ 
bulance also attended the 


scene. 

A man, in his 50s, had re¬ 
ceived a stab wound to his 
chest and shoulder while 
the girl had stab wounds to 
her abdomen, shoulder and 
arm. 

Both were treated at the 
scene before being taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
with the man travelling in 
the air ambulance, the am¬ 
bulance service said. 

The man has since been 
discharged while the girl is 
recovering and is likely to be 
discharged from hospital in 
the next few days, according 
to the police.

THE biggest solar farm 
owned by a council - bought 
for a cool £14.5 million - was 
unveiled in Lakenheath on 
Friday. 

Forest Heath District 
Council announced it had 
bought Greenheath Energy 
Etd, and with it a 17.5 hec¬ 
tare site at Toggam Farm in 
Fakenheath. The purchase 
was made as part of capital 
provided by the government, 
investing in projects which 
generate an annual income. 

The capital could not be 
used to plug funding gaps, so 
the council decided to invest 
in the solar farm, made up of 
47,748 panels, in the hope it 
will make hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds a year. 

Cllr Stephen Edwards, cab¬ 
inet member for resources 
and performance, said: “This 
is not the first, but it is the 
biggest publicly owned so¬ 
lar farm in the UK and it will 
produce enough electricity to 
power 3,000 homes, plus cut 
the carbon footprint by the 
equivalent of 2,000 cars. 

“The way councils are fi¬ 
nanced is changing - our 
main government grant will 
be scrapped by around 2020

and council tax doesn’t cover 
as much as people think. 
This means we have to look 
at new ways of investing to 
make money to pay for ser¬ 
vices.” 

In the first year, the farm 
is expected to make an ad¬ 
ditional income of £300,000 
per year. By year five, this 
will rise to £500,000 per year, 
and by year 10, the council 
believes it will be generat¬ 
ing profit of £700,000 per 
year, in part through selling 
electricity back to the Na¬ 
tional Grid. 

It is hoped the solar farm 
will continue to make savings 
for the council, potentially by 
providing power for council 
buildings and leisure centres 
to reduce energy costs. 

Thomas Clayton, direc¬ 
tor of Greenheath Etd, ap¬ 
proached the council with 
the idea after receiving plan¬ 
ning permission. In order to 
qualify for the government 
funding, it had to be com¬ 
pleted in just three months. 

Mr Clayton said: “It was 


my ambition that if a subsidy 
was being given out by the 
government then more than 
just city funders from Eon- 
don should benefit. 

“Having a council benefit 
from the subsidy is a good 
thing because then local peo¬ 
ple can benefit.” 

Mr Clayton took the initial 
risk to build the solar farm in 
the hope it could be finished 
within the 12 weeks so that 
FHDC would buy it. 

The council plans to lobby 
the government to make it 
easier to provide energy to 
local markets and vulnerable 
communities in the area. 

Cllr fames Waters, leader of 
FHDC, said the benefits the 
solar farm could offer made 
Forest Heath “an even more 
attractive place” than it al¬ 
ready was. 

He added: “It is a really 
proud day. Twelve weeks to 
deliver something like this is 
unheard of. As we move for¬ 
ward we are looking at op¬ 
portunities for this energy 
such as helping community 
organisations, village halls 
or schools. Forest Heath and 
West Suffolk is going from 
strength to strength.”

AN ADDITIONAL parish council 
meeting was held in the Community 
Room at Cheveley School on August 
16. 

Local groups or organisations were 
invited to apply to Cheveley Parish 
Council for grants under Section 137 
of the Local Government Act 1972. 

In response to the recent 
community plan, a number of 
residents stated their interest in 
forming or extending local groups. 
The council has adopted the Section 
137 process and designated an 
amount of money to form a local 
grant which groups and organisations 
are encouraged to apply for. Full 
details and conditions can be 
found on the council's website at 
cheveley.org and forms can either be 


downloaded or obtained from the 
clerk at clerk@cheveley.org. 

The deadline in respect of 
applications for 201 7/2018 is 
September 30, 2016. This does not 
affect minor charitable donations 
which will be dealt with separately. 

The main purpose of the meeting 
was to discuss future projects and to 
decide upon a time scale for carrying 
these out. 

Issues raised by residents in the 
survey which formed the basis of 
the Cheveley Community Plan were 
taken into account when identifying 
action to be taken. 

It was agreed that the village 
development envelope should be 
adhered to when identifying suitable 
sites for additional housing including 
affordable housing in the South 
Ward. The boundaries of the North 
Ward would be clarified in order to 


produce a development planning 
strategy for that area. 

Liaison would take place with all 
current and potential community 
organisations reliant on facilities in 
the parish to establish the future 
direction and development of 
community assets such as the 
pavilion and recreation ground. 

The Wildlife Trust would be 
contacted for support and advice in 
order to proceed with establishing 
a wild flower meadow at Cheveley 
Cemetery. 

Plans were already under way 
to introduce the Speedwatch 
programme following concern from 
residents, particularly those living in 
the North Ward, regarding dangers 
caused by speeding traffic. 

It was hoped that volunteers 
could be recruited to help with the 
scheme. 


Further issues were discussed 
and these and other aspects of the 
community plan would be prioritised 
and budgeted for at future meetings.

Legal challenge 
to hub decision 


A MOTHER has challenged a de¬ 
cision to close a disability hub in 
Newmarket, prompting a public 
consultation. 

Lynda Rudge’s son Jack uses 
Leading Lives, which operates 
from Vicarage Road. 

Jack has severe learning dif¬ 
ficulties and requires constant 
care, with the charity able to 
provide one-to-one support. 

Suffolk County Council an¬ 
nounced in March that it 
planned to close the hub due to 
changes in the independent liv¬ 
ing fund. 

However, Ms Rudge instruct¬ 
ed public law experts Irwin 
Mitchell to challenge how the 
decision was made - prompting 
a consultation. 

Ms Rudge said: “The day cen¬ 
tre service provided by Leading 
Lives at the Newmarket hub is 
absolutely crucial for Jack and 
others who regularly use the fa¬ 
cility. 

“We were devastated when we 
found out about the potential 
closure of the service and were 
concerned that the people using 
the service were not asked for 
their views. 

“The council has said that the 
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potential closure is because of 
the impact of the independent 
living fund closing, but I do not 
accept that this should mean 
Jack’s quality of life should de¬ 
crease.” 

She added: “If the Newmarket 
hub closes, Jack will have very 
limited options and is likely to 
spend more time in the house 
and Jess time being able to ac¬ 
cess the community.” 

If the hub was closed, service 
users would either have to ar¬ 
range alternative care or travel 
out of Newmarket to a similar 
service in Mildenhall. 

Ms Rudge added: “As well as 
being much further away, the 
Mildenhall hub is much busier 
and the environment would not 
be appropriate for somebody 
with Jack’s needs.” 

Caroline Barrett, from Irwin 
Mitchell, said the proposed 
plans came as a “significant 
shock” for Ms Rudge and Jack. 

However, the council has 
since launched a consultation, 
providing a number of options 


for the hub and its users. 

Ms Barrett said: “The users 
of services should have been 
consulted before any decision 
to close the facility was made, 
and we are please the council 
has now launched a full public 
consultation after we informed 
them of our intention to chal¬ 
lenge the closure. 

“We will now be watching 
closely to ensure that they take 
into account the views of the 
local service users, including 
Lynda, as part of their full con¬ 
sultation.” 

Suffolk County Council did 
not wish to comment on the 
matter but said that caring for 
vulnerable residents was its 
“highest priority”. 

The council is working with 
providers to ensure there are 
suitable local services to meet 
the needs of people in the area. 

The consultation into the pro¬ 
posed closure of the Leading 
Lives hub ends on September 9.

The shop, which is one of a num¬ 
ber of franchises around the coun¬ 
try, was holding a closing down sale 
last week before shutting for good 
when the stock was gone. 

Mr Simms is the second shop in 
Newmarket which has announced 


closure recently. 

Store Twenty One, on the High 
Street, is also reportedly set to close 
its doors. The shop is also holding a 
closing down sale, although a final 
date for the closure is not known. 

Store Twenty One did not respond 
to the News' request for comment.

There are also communi¬

But the hospital began 
back in 1836 as a work 
house - it was not un¬ 
til 1890 that an infirmary 
was added to the site. 
Then, when the Second 
World War began, the site 
became an emergency hos¬ 
pital in 1939, growing again 
in 1940 with six new wards, 
caring for wounded sol¬ 
diers. 

The hospital was known 
as White Lodge Hospital 
until the site was pulled 
down to become Newmar¬ 
ket Community Hospital. 

Hospital staff are very 
pleased with its journey, 


recently achieving a “good” 
rating in a CQC inspection 
earlier this year. 

The report said: “Patients 
were cared for by compe¬ 
tent and caring staff who 
had the training and expe¬ 
rience to provide safe and 
effective service. 

“The service was respon¬ 
sive to people’s needs and 
wishes, including those 
who were approaching the 
end of their lives.” 

The Community Hospi¬ 
tal will be holding a small 
celebration to mark the an¬ 
niversary on Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 22, when an orna¬ 
mental tree will be planted. 

They are asking any old 
staff or patients to come 
along and join in the cel¬ 
ebration.

SWALLOWS AND AMAZONS 
(PG) 

WHILE her husband is away at sea on 
a naval destroyer, Mrs Walker (Kelly 
Macdonald) spirits her four children - 
John (Dane Hughes), Susan (Orla Hill), 
Tatty (Teddie-Rose Malleson-Allen) and 
Roger (Bobby McCulloch) - away for 
the summer break to stay with farmer 
Mr Jackson (Harry Enfield) and his wife

En route, the children have a close 
encounter with James Turner (Rafe 
Spall), who is being chased on their 
train by a man called Lazlov (Andrew 
Scott).

WHEN the three per cent 
stamp duty surcharge was 
introduced in April this year, 
the extra tax to be paid was 
intended to curb people 
buying a second property as a 
buy-to-let, holiday or second 
home thus freeing up some 
housing stock for those trying 
to get on the property ladder. 
However like all new laws 
and taxes, once they start 
to bed in, anomalies are 
thrown up. One of the most 
controversial has been that 
anyone who buys a house 
with an annexe is liable for 
the stamp duty surcharge, 
comments Andrew Dickson of 


Jackson-Stops & Staff. 

"This was never intended 
and following lobbying 
by influential parties, an 
amendment to the Finance 
Bill next year, which will 
be back-dated to the 
introduction of the surcharge 
in April, will scrap the tax in 
certain situations. 

The exemption will only apply 
if the property consists of two 
or more dwellings, including 
one main property and others 
in the grounds. The 'main' 
property has to be worth 
at least two-thirds of the 
overall price. Of course if the 
property is being bought as a 


second home or buy-to-let by 
someone who already owns 
a property, the surcharge will 
apply as normal. 

"The repeal of the tax 
surcharge is great news for 
those who want to provide 
a home for, say, an elderly 
dependent relative, as prior 
to this decision annexes fell 
into the category of an extra 
home and therefore liable for 
the three per cent stamp duty 
surcharge," said Dickson.

Buyers can choose between four

This is something that 
Kia does exceptionally well. 

From any angle, the Niro looks the 
business with sharp athletic styling 
befitting a compact crossover but with 
Kia's design trademarks very apparent 
too.

The Niro is fitted with a six-speed 
twin clutch automatic gearbox rather 
than the whining CVT boxes fitted to 
many rival cars and it delivers a more 
instant response when bursts of sharp 
acceleration are needed.

Time to put ‘drive-safe’ 
mode into smartphones? 


MARTPHONES should have 
"drive-safe" modes similar to 
the flight-safe option following 
a spate of ghastly tragedies involving 
the criminal use of smartphones while 
driving. 

Rather limp-wristedly, the RAC 
Foundation has claimed that the 
deaths have occurred because too 
many people can get "distracted or 
overwhelmed with information" at 
the wheel, which seems to ignore the 
fgact that using a phone while driving 
is entirely illegal. 

The motoring charity claims that 
each year at least 70 fatal accidents 
on Britain's roads have "distraction in 
vehicle" as a contributory factor, while 
"driving using mobile phone" is cited 
in around 20 crashes. 

Director Steve Gooding said 
smartphones were a "godsend" for 
helping drivers get directions and 
dodge congestion. But he warned 
about the potentially fatal dangers of 
over-relying on them. 

In the UK using a hand-held phone 
while driving carries a penalty of three 
points on the motorist's licence and a 
fine of £100. 

Industry leaders in vehicle 
and phone manufacturing were 
interviewed by transport think-tank

TRL to find out what was being done 
to limit distractions in car production, 
as there are no internationally 
accepted guidelines. 

They found distraction was not 
considered a top priority in the design 
phase, and that it was deemed to be 
the driver's responsibility to make 
sure their phone use complied with 
the law. 

Without a legal requirement, few 
companies would impose limitations 
themselves because it would be a 
commercial handicap, the study said. 


Britain has 38.5 million drivers, 
and two-thirds of the population now 
owns a smartphone, according to the 
foundation. 

Steve Gooding, director of the RAC 
Foundation, said: "In many ways 
smartphone technology and mobile 
communications are a godsend 
for road users, allowing us to do 
everything from getting directions to 
dodging congestion to calling for help 
if we break down. 

"Yet the more functionality our 
cars and electronic devices have, 
the greater the chance that drivers 
get distracted or overwhelmed with 
information, particularly when using 
smartphones as satnavs while all the 
other functions are still 'live'. 

"There may come a day when 
autonomous cars allow us to spend all 
our time looking at our mobile, tablet 
and computer screens. Until then as 
drivers we need to make sure we have 
our eyes on the road." 

"A key question is where 
responsibility lies. Many in the 
industry say the onus must be on the 
user rather than the manufacturer." 

There are apps which drivers can 
voluntarily download on to their 
phones to help limit their functionality 
and hence reduce distraction.

Postponed lined up 
for dual overseas bid 


POSTPONED could be bound for the 
Breeders’ Cup Turf should he be none 
the worse for his run in the Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe. 

RogerVarian’s top-class middle-distance 
performer is ante-post favourite at around 
4-1 for the mile-and-a-half Group One at 
Chantilly on October 2 after his victory in 
the Juddmonte International at York over 
an extended 10 furlongs last week. 

“He’s a great horse and I’m so pleased 
how he’s come out of the race,” saidVarian. 

“You’re never quite sure when you run 
him back off a setback. You want that 
first run back to bring him forward and 
not send him backwards again. 

“It’s certainly brought him forward. 
He’s come out of the race bouncing. He 
looks tighter and fresher for the run. I 
couldn’t be more pleased with how he 
looks since the fuddmonte. 

“It was important to achieve that 
Group One win over 10 furlongs. 

“Whether he needs to go over 10 
furlongs again, possibly not.

The former champion jockey has been 
sidelined since Glorious Goodwood due 
to a non-specified injury, with his last 


competitive ride being for Aidan O’Brien 
on Alice Springs in the Prix Rothschild at 
Deauville on July 31. 

There has been speculation of an 
imminent return, but Moore senior does 
not believe his son will be rushing back 
until he is completely recovered. 

He said: “He is riding out. I think it 
has only been for a few days. When he is 
feeling well enough and when it is worth 
coming back, he will come back.” 

The final Classics of the year in Britain 
and Ireland fall on the high-profile week¬ 
end of September 10 and 11, which is also 
Irish Champions Weekend and the Arc 
Trials meeting in France. 

■ Stormy Antarctic could head back to 
France for his next start with Ed Walker 
eyeing the Prix du Moulin at Chantilly on 
September 11. 

The three-year-old, who won the 
Craven Stakes at Newmarket back in 
April, has made the cross-Channel 
journey for his last two outings, chas¬ 
ing home Zelzal in the Prix jean Prat at 
Chantilly before finishing seventh in the 
Prix jacques le Marois at Deauville.

However, the Stormy Atlantic colt’s 
participation in that event, as well as his 
planned seasonal swansong in the Queen 
Elizabeth II Stakes at Ascot on October 15, 
is very much dependent on the ground.

MILDENHALL took a big 
step closer to claiming the 
Marshall Hatchick Two 
Counties Championship, 
Division One title with a 
35-run win over Frinton- 
on-Sea II.
